Approximately 400 Morgan 
Countians were on Main Street last Sat- 
urday to celebrate the 100th anniversary 
of the county’s historic courthouse, with 
Kentucky Supreme Court Deputy Chief 
Justice Will T. Scott, of Pikeville, par- 
ticipating in the ceremony. 

The courthouse, which was built in 
1907, is one of only a few 100-year-old 
courthouses still in use by the Kentucky 
judicial system. 

Mayor Bob Nickell opened the fes- 
tivities with a welcome preluding plan- 
ning committee member Henrietta 
McKinney’s introduction of the Clack 
Mountain String Band, whose leader, 
Jesse Wells, is a descendent of the late 
Edmund Wells, a founder of Morgan 
County. 

Circuit Clerk Donna Pelfrey, who 
began her judicial career in 1977 as 
deputy clerk, reminisced about her time 
in the courthouse. 

“It has been so nice to work in this 
building,” Pelfrey said. “Though we are 
outgrowing it quickly, there is still a lot 
of history here. I am so thankful to work 
here and serve the citizens of Morgan 
County.” 

Judge Executive Tim Conley shared 
his favorite courthouse anecdotes in- 
cluding a recollection from former Gov. 
Louie Nunn. 

“I went to London, Ky., a couple 
years ago to hear Pres. Bush speak at a 
meeting,” Conley said. “Lormer Ken- 
tucky Gov. Louie Nunn was also there, 
and he was asked about his most memo- 
rable time as governor. Surprisingly, it 
occurred on the courthouse lawn in West 
Liberty. 

“He said it was a rainy night and 
someone called him outside. The person 
told him they had a son in Vietnam and 
that the state needed a governor who 
could talk to the president. It was awe- 
some to go to London and hear this story 
because it shows the significance of our 
courthouse.” 

Conley also vowed to preserve that 
significance when a new courthouse is 
constructed. 

“The history of this building touches 
us deep in our hearts,” Conley said. 
“However, there is still a need to expand 
despite the history. We are currently 10th 
on the state list for a new courthouse, 
which we should be able to receive funds 
for.

June ’08 likely 
trial date for 
Judge Conley 

Morgan County Judge Executive Tim 
Conley on Monday entered a plea of not 
guilty to three felony counts lodged 
against him in May by a special grand 
jury empaneled at the request of state 
Attorney General Greg Stumbo. 

Special Judge John David Preston of 
Paintsville did not set a trial date, but 
according to a member of the court, the 
case is not expected to come to trial un- 
til June 2008. Judge Preston took under 
advisement a motion for dismissal of the 
indictment filed by Conley’s attorney, 
Grover A. Carrington of Mt. Sterling. 

The motion to dismiss raises ques- 
tions of possible irregularities with the 
seating of the special grand jury, includ- 
ing one discussed widely at the time 
about why the regular grand jury was 
bypassed in favor of a special panel. The 
motion reads as follows: 

“The special grand jury which re- 
turned this indictment was not sum- 
moned and/or selected in the manner 
required by law.

Lori Hylton says graduating 
from college and becoming a reg- 
istered nurse means more to her 
than just gaining entry into a 
high-demand medical career. It 
means escaping what once had 
seemed like an endless cycle of 
minimum- wage jobs and getting 
past the failed attempts at college 
that had plagued her in the past. 

The Workforce Investment 
Act (WIA) program was there to 
ensure that Lori stayed the course 
and finally achieved her goals of 
a college degree and a good-pay- 
ing job in a thriving profession. 

Lori, 28, began working at St. 
Claire Regional Medical Center 
in Morehead in early July, about 
a month after earning her 
associate’s degree in nursing 
from Morehead State University 
(MSU). 

“MSU’s nursing program is 
very demanding, so it’s some- 
thing you really have to have a 
desire to do and want to do,” Lori 
says. “WIA helped me focus on 
my classes without having to 
worry so much about finances.” 

Lori first began college after 
graduating high school in 1997, 
but soon dropped out to start her 
family. Her journey toward a de- 
gree and new career began again 
in earnest in 2002. 

“I had done factory work and 
worked as a secretary before I de- 
cided to go back to school, but I 
never made much more than 
minimum wage,” Lori says. “I 
decided this was never going to 
take me anywhere, so I chose to 
go back to school.” 

After taking core classes for 
more than a year, Lori chose to 
pursue a nursing career. A friend 
who was also applying for accep- 
tance into MSU’s nursing pro- 
gram suggested Lori contact 
WIA Career Adviser Sidney 
Castle to check out how WIA 
could help cover her college 
costs. 

Sidney works at Gateway 
Community Action in West Lib- 
erty, an access point for the 
JobSight network. JobSight is a 
collaborative partnership of 
workforce and training agencies 



administered by the Eastern Ken- 
tucky Concentrated Employment 
Program, Inc. (EKCEP). 
EKCEP — a Hazard-based non- 
profit agency — administers WIA 
and other workforce develop- 
ment programs in 23 eastern 
Kentucky counties. 

Although other financial aid 
covered Lori’s tuition and text- 
book fees, WIA supportive ser- 
vices helped cover the costs of 
her daily gas, food, and other 
expenses while she attended col- 
lege. WIA also helped pay for 
Lori’s “scrubs,” stethoscope, and 
other medical equipment needed 
during her clinical rotations at St. 
Claire and Mary Chiles Hospital 
in Mt. Sterling. 

“I feel like had it not been for 
the WIA, Lori would have 
struggled more than she did, and 
it might have taken her even 
longer to achieve her goals,” 
Sidney says. “The income Lori 
will make in her new career will 
make a huge difference for her 
and her children, and we’re very 
proud that WIA was there to help 
her.” 

Enjoying the sense of accom- 



plishment that goes along with 
starting a successful career is not 
stopping Lori from looking to- 
ward the future. She says she 
would like to go back to college 
to earn a bachelor’s degree and 
eventually a master’s degree, in 
order to become a nurse practi- 
tioner. 

But Lori says she is content 
now to get her nursing career 
started, and she is grateful that 
WIA was there to help her enter 
that career. 

“Training for a new career can 
seem hard — even impossible at 
times — but you just have to keep 
working at it and eventually 
you’ll get there,” Lori says. “It 
can be hard financially, too, but 
there are so many things out there 
that can help, and WIA definitely 
made a difference for me.”

Morgan Co. map from the Ky. Geological 
Survey can aid careful development 



Lexington, KY. (August 21, 
2007) - Too often in Kentucky, 
families have built homes on 
their “ideal” locations, or build- 
ers have invested in large com- 
mercial developments, only to 
find later that they had not un- 
derstood the limitations of the 
soils and geology of the construc- 
tion sites. That can lead to dam- 
ages, expensive repairs or even 
abandoning a building. 

A new map for Morgan 
County from the Kentucky Geo- 
logical Survey (KGS) at the Uni- 
versity of Kentucky has been de- 
veloped to help avoid such mis- 
takes. Because it was developed 
with non-geologists in mind, just 
about everyone can understand it. 

The Generalized Geo- 
logic Map for Land-Use Plan- 
ning: Morgan County, Kentucky 
is one in a series of such maps 
being developed for each county. 
These maps have been completed 
for over 100 of Kentucky’s 120 
counties. The colorful large-for- 
mat Morgan County map illus- 
trates all of the major rock cat- 
egories found in the County, 
along with other features such as 
water, gas, and oil wells, and 
mined areas, all of which should 
be considered when planning 
roads and buildings. 

“The Morgan County region’s 
topography and soil conditions 
are conducive to landslides and 
slope failures, so development 



and construction projects need to 
proceed carefully in some loca- 
tions prone to these hazards,” 
says KGS geologist Dan Carey, 
the author of the map. “This map 
includes information on how 
landslides occur and how to 
avoid the damages they can 
cause.” 

Each land-use map includes a 
“Planning Guidance by Rock 
Unit Type.” This section de- 
scribes the major rock units in the 
county and their potential limi- 
tations for possible construction 
of roads, homes, ponds, under- 
ground utilities, and commercial, 
industrial, and recreational sites. 

“The map is not intended as 
the sole basis for county-wide 
land-use planning or site-specific 
development decisions,” says 
Carey, who oversees the project 
to develop this series of maps. 
“But it can be very useful for 
alerting people to the pitfalls to 
be avoided in some areas. Mil- 
lions of dollars a year are lost in 
Kentucky because of a lack of 
understanding of how the rocks 
beneath our feet affect our activi- 
ties. If we can help one home- 
owner avoid the costs of a geo- 
logic hazard, then we feel the 
map will have paid for itself.” 

The maps have been devel- 
oped using digital data so they 
can be updated when new infor- 
mation is available or if local of- 
ficials ask that additional features 



be shown on the map. 

Photos on the map illustrate 
the rocks in different areas of the 
county, the terrain associated 
with some of the rock units, and 
how the underlying rock type af- 
fects development and economic 
activities. Other photos illustrate 
civic sites, wildlife and mineral 
resources in the county.

Governor Fletcher makes additional $2.5 
million available for cooling assistance 

Funds to help low-income families and the elderly 



FRANKFORT, Ky. - Gover- 
nor Ernie Fletcher has instructed 
the Cabinet for Health and Fam- 
ily Services (CHFS) to make $2.5 
million in funds available imme- 
diately to provide cooling assis- 
tance to low income families and 
the elderly through the Low-In- 
come Home Energy Assistance 
Program (LIHEAP). 

“I am happy to announce this 
cooling assistance funding for 
some of the state’s most vulner- 
able people and families,” Gov- 
ernor Fletcher said. “With the 
heat wave Kentucky has experi- 
enced in recent weeks, this is 
about far more than making 
people comfortable. It’s about 
taking steps to ward off serious 
health risks, especially among 
children and the elderly, and 
helping prevent the worsening of 
chronic illnesses.” 

Under the LIHEAP cooling 
program, eligible households 
may receive assistance - up to a 
maximum of $250 per household 
- in paying their cooling (elec- 
tric) bill or toward the purchase 
of an air conditioner (based on 
availability). 

To qualify for assistance on a 
cooling bill, household income 
must be at or less than 130 per- 
cent of the federal poverty level. 
In addition, households must pay 
home cooling costs for which 
they are responsible either by di- 
rect payment or as an 
undesignated portion of their rent 
and have cash resources of no 



more than: 

•$3,000 if at least one person 
in the household is 60 or older, 
or disabled. 

•$4,000 if a member of the 
household has an illness which 
requires cash resources to be ac- 
cessed regularly for medical and 
living expenses. 

•$2,000 for all other house- 
holds. 

Air conditioners may be pro- 
vided for families with members 
at risk for health problems related 
to excessive heat. To qualify for 
an air conditioner, the household 
must meet all the requirements 
above, not currently have an air 
conditioner or access to an air 
conditioner, and include a resi- 
dent 65 or older, a resident 
younger than 6, or at least one 
resident with a health condition 
or disability that could worsen 
under excessively hot conditions. 

Applications for cooling as- 
sistance are being accepted at all 
Kentucky Community Action 
Agency offices. Those applying 
for assistance should provide the 
following: 

•Copies of recent utility bills. 

•A recent payroll stub or other 
proof of current gross income. 

•Documentation of any in- 
come from Social Security, un- 
employment insurance, pension 
funds, disability, etc. 

•Final utility termination no- 
tice, if a shut-off notice has been 
received. 

•Proof of current address, 



such as rent receipts, lease or 
deed or property tax bill. 

•Proof of total members liv- 
ing in the household, such as 
birth certificates and school 
records. 

•Social Security cards or num- 
bers for all persons living in the 
household. 

•Proof of U.S. citizenship or 
permanent residence. 

LIHEAP is a federal program 
that helps fund state-operated 
home energy assistance pro- 
grams for low-income 
households. LIHEAP also funds 
low-cost residential weatheriza- 
tion and other energy-related 
home repairs and energy crisis 
intervention programs, including 
providing air conditioning and 
fans to the elderly and disabled. 
Each year, LIHEAP helps about 
150,000 low-income Kentucky 
families with the costs of heat- 
ing and/or cooling their homes.

$21.9 million in high USDA

WASHINGTON, Aug. 20, 
2007 - Agriculture Secretary 
Mike Johanns today announced 
the availability of $21.9 million 
to help rural communities cope 
with extremely high energy 
costs. Communities have until 
October 1 to apply for grants un- 
der this program. 

“These grants will help rural 
residents and businesses upgrade 
energy infrastructure and make 
other energy efficiency improve- 
ments,” Johanns said. “The ris- 
ing cost of energy can challenge 
economic growth and opportu- 
nity. These grants are another 
example of how USDA works to 
help rural communities over- 
come economic obstacles and 
create opportunity.” 

Funds may be used to acquire, 
construct, extend, upgrade or oth- 
erwise improve energy genera- 
tion, transmission or distribution 
facilities serving communities in 
which the average residential 
cost for home energy exceeds

Promoting State Tourism

Two years ago, the state be- 
gan collecting a tax on hotel and 
motel rooms throughout the state, 
the money raised earmarked for 
local, regional and statewide 
tourism promotion. 

Since tourism is Kentucky’s 
second largest employer and its 
third largest industry, the $7.5 
million from the lodging tax cer- 
tainly is money well spent. 

State Auditor Crit Luallen last 
week released an audit of how the 
lodging tax had been used since 
it was imposed, and by and large, 
her major complaint is that there 
was not enough oversight about 
how the state Department of 
Tourism doled out the money. 

There is not an auditor of any 
kind, of course, who does not 
think there should be more over- 
sight and accountability of how 
large amounts of money - pub- 
lic or private - are spent. 

Luallen did find that despite 
an enormous increase in tourism 
promotion money from the lodg- 
ing tax, the growth rate from 
tourism in Kentucky actually fell 
from 2005 (8.2 percent) to 2006 
(6.6 percent). 

Most industries would give 
anything for a 6.6 percent annual 
growth, let alone 8.2 percent. 
And how much the slowdown in 
growth is attributable to factors 
such as higher gasoline prices, 
weather other influences tourism 
officials have no control over is 
anyone’s guess. 

Still, despite tourism’s impor- 
tance to Kentucky’s economy, I 
have always felt it gets the short 
end of the stick when it comes to 
state government support. What 
once was a Tourism Cabinet is 
now a Department of Tourism, a 
downgrade in status that may re- 
flect more pressing priorities in 
recent state administrations. 

Consider that Kentucky law- 
makers are preparing to hand out 
$300 million in tax incentives to 
the state’s coal industry in the 
form of a $3 billion plan to trans- 
form coal into gas. 

What if those lawmakers set 
aside the same $300 million for 
the state’s tourism industry in he 
form of $20 million for national 



and worldwide advertising and 
the remaining $280 million to ex- 
pand and upgrade the state parks 
system? 

I expect the economic return 
in the form of new jobs created 
and additional tourism dollars 
spent would far outperform that 
expensive coal gasification plant, 
and the impact would be felt 
throughout the state, not simply 
in the region where the plant is 
located. 

But coal is king in Kentucky, 
and big coal contributes to 
everyone’s re-election cam- 
paigns. The amorphous tourism 
industry does not have powerful 
lobbyists working the Capitol 
during legislative sessions. 

If there ever is a time to focus 
on state resources on tourism 
promotion, it is the next two 
years in preparation for the World 
Equestrian Games at the Ken- 
tucky Horse Park in Lexington. 

Tens of thousands of visitors 
and participants will descend on 
the Horse Park in 2009 over a 
three-week period, and they will 
come from every continent but 
Antarctica. The international 
media will arrive as well. 

What better time and event to 
showcase the entire state for visi- 
tors when they are not participat- 
ing in the equestrian event? 
Mammoth Cave is less than three 
hours from Lexington. Tour 
buses could take overnight visi- 
tors to the West Kentucky lakes 
and others into Appalachia. 

If the dollar is as weak in 2009 
as it is in 2007, Europeans will 
find a week in Kentucky cheaper 
than a weekend in Provence. 

The World Equestrian Games 
have the potential to be a turning 
point in Kentucky tourism. More 
than two minutes the first Satur- 
day in May, the horse world will 
be focused on Kentucky day af- 
ter day, and it represents an op- 
portunity to leave a lasting posi- 
tive impression of the state as a 
fine place to visit for people 
around the world. 

And perhaps when the state’s 
lawmakers and political leader- 
ship discover what a pot of gold 
they have in tourism, they will 
treat the industry with the respect 
they now lavish on king coal.

“The request to seat the spe- 
cial grand jury by the special 
prosecutor in this case did not 
provide any allegations of mis- 
conduct which would constitute 
reasonable cause to believe that 
a grand jury investigation would 
disclose criminal activity within 
the court’s jurisdiction, nor did 
this court’s order empaneling the 
special grand jury make a refer- 
ence to any such allegations. 

“There was no showing that 
the regular grand jury then in ses- 
sion in Morgan County was un- 
able to adequately function and/ 
or handle the volume of business 
of this court, a requirement be- 
fore the court may empanel a spe- 
cial grand jury. 

“No transcript or video record 
was made during the special 
grand jury selection process.” 

Judge Preston gave the de- 
fense 15 days to submit a writ- 
ten brief in support of the motion 
and Special Prosecutor Brent 
Turner of Prestonsburg was 
given 15 days in which to file a 
written response. 

During the hearing, held at 
noon in Morgan County Circuit 
Court, Turner advised the judge 
that the prosecution may ask that 
the trial be moved to another ju- 
risdiction. A change of venue 
would not be warranted unless it 
could be determined that an im- 
partial jury could not be seated 
in Morgan County. 

Indicted on three counts of 
abuse of public trust under a new 
law enacted in 2003, Conley 
could be sentenced to three years 
in prison if found guilty and 
could be disqualified from ever 
again holding public office. 

He is accused of giving a drain 
pipe to a Morgan County resi- 
dent, giving three sections of 
drain pipe to the Cow Branch 
Primitive Baptist Church, and 
with having a bulldozer he lent 
to the county for emergency road 
work repaired at county expense. 

Conley, a Republican, had 
blamed the investigation, which 
began last September, two 
months before the general elec- 
tion, on Democratic politics. 

While there are other laws un- 
der which county judges can and 
have been prosecuted, Conley 
may be the first to be indicted 
under the new law. 

Floyd County 

Commonwealth’s Attorney Brent 
Turner, who advised the special 
grand jury that indicted Conley, 
told Lexington Herald-Leader re- 
porter, Lee Mueller, he thinks the 
law has been used at least twice 
in Kentucky to prosecute public 
officials, but he did not know 
whether they were judge execu- 
tives. 

Turner denied any political 
motives in the case, which he said 
was assigned to him after local 
prosecutors withdrew. He said he 
learned about the existence of the 
Abuse of Public Trust law from 
the case’s head investigator, Stan 
Farler of the Kentucky Bureau of 
Investigation. The K.B.I. is the 
investigative arm of the Ken- 
tucky Attorney General’s Office 
and was created by the current 
AG, Greg Stumbo, a few months

Governor Fletcher announces expansion 

of SAFE Patrol 

Skilled operators have assisted thousands of motorists 



After completing two tours in 
Iraq, Captain Roy L. Rogers, of 
Hazel Green, has been selected 
to participate in the U.S. Army 
Military Personnel Exchange 
program (MPEP) with the mili- 
tary services of other nations. 
MPEP is a Chief of Staff, Army 
(CSA) security cooperation pro- 
gram which helps develop closer 
ties with Allies and friendly 
countries. Captain Rogers has 
been assigned to a PEP instruc- 
tor position at the Field Artillery 
School. Royal Canadian Artillery 
(RCA) in New Brunswick, 
Canada. 

Captain Rogers, an Air De- 
fense Officer, was highly recom- 
mended by Col. Jeff Underhill, 
Commander of the 108th Air 
Defense Brigade of Fort Bliss, 
Texas.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Aug. 16 
— Who speeds to the aid of trav- 
elers in distress? In Kentucky, it’s 
the SAFE Patrol - now more than 
ever. 

Governor Ernie Fletcher, at 
the Kentucky State Fair today, 
announced a significant expan- 
sion of the popular motorist as- 
sistance program and joined of- 
ficials of the Kentucky Transpor- 
tation Cabinet (KYTC) in rolling 
out a dozen of the new vehicles 
that will be patrolling major high- 
ways across the commonwealth. 

The SAFE Patrol - Safety 
Assistance for Freeway Emer- 
gencies - was launched by 
KYTC in October 2004 with six 
vans covering a limited area of 
heavily traveled Interstate high- 
ways and Kentucky parkways. Its 
operators provide help free of 
charge to stranded or injured 
travelers. 

The patrol is being expanded 
to 27 vehicles with 36 operators 
and a virtually statewide man- 
date. The patrol will cover all of 
Kentucky’s nine parkways and 
five interstates, along with 
heavily traveled Kentucky 80 and 
U.S. 23 in eastern Kentucky. 

The vans have been replaced 
with extended-cab trucks 
equipped with 4-wheel drive and 
towing equipment. The trucks are 
stocked with battery jump packs, 
shovels, traffic cones, tools, an 
air compressor, fire extinguisher, 



a variable message board, first- 
aid supplies, and tire changing 
and incident management equip- 
ment. 

Governor Fletcher com- 
mended SAFE Patrol and its op- 
erators, who have assisted thou- 
sands of motorists. “This service 
should provide peace of mind to 
the millions who travel our high- 
ways each day, knowing that 
there are knowledgeable profes- 
sionals with the skill and equip- 
ment available to help in any situ- 
ation,” the Governor said. 

Mike Thomas, a SAFE Patrol 
operator, said his job is reward- 
ing because he’s able to help oth- 
ers. “Most everyone is so appre- 
ciative when we’re able to help,” 
he said. “It makes you feel good 
about what you’re doing when 
you can help someone else.” 

Operators, who will be em- 
ployed by the Transportation 
Cabinet, will undergo two weeks 
of intensive training to prepare 
for general vehicle repairs, acci- 
dents and incident management, 
CPR and first-aid, customer ser- 
vice, and security issues. Re- 
sponse can be provided to all 
types of transportation incidents, 
including those involving trains, 
cars, trucks, buses, or even air- 
planes. 

Operators are assigned to cer- 
tain regions of the state (central, 
eastern and western Kentucky) 
and are responsible for monitor- 



ing the parkways and interstates 
in those areas. Stalled vehicles 
can be moved to the side of the 
road or towed to the nearest ga- 
rage, general vehicle repairs can 
be conducted on site, and emer- 
gency response and/or police can 
be dispatched to the scene. Over 
300 applications were reviewed 
for the 36 positions. 

KYTC Secretary Bill 
Nighbert praised the new ex- 
panded service. “This service has 
been a huge benefit to thousands 
of citizens and visitors over the 
past few years. The opportunity 
to expand the service means 
peace of mind for travelers, safer 
highways and less congestion 
time when accidents do occur.”

To Subscribe, Fill Out The 
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Shotgun shell reloading an 
enjoyable and saves money 



There comes a point for every 
avid shotgunner when reloading 
your own shells starts to look 
better and better. You are making 
frequent trips to the sporting 
goods store, shelling out $5-8 a 
box on your favorite target load. 
You are throwing out hulls by the 
hundreds. Perhaps you are start- 
ing to shoot one of the more ex- 
pensive rounds, like 2 8 -gauge or 
.410 bore. If you are shooting 
more than 100 rounds a week, it 
may be time to consider reload- 
ing. 

Many shooters cite saving 
money as their primary reason to 
reload. Not counting the initial 
purchase of reloading equipment, 
you should be able to save a 
couple dollars on each box of 
shells. That is nothing to sniff at 
for an avid skeet, trap or sport- 
ing clays shooter. However, many 
shooters find they may spend just 
as much as the shooter who buys 
new shells - but they shoot a lot 
more for the money. If your aim 
is to shoot as much as possible 
for the money, reloading will help 
you do just that. 

Cost is not the only reason to 
reload your own shells. Reload- 
ing can become a hobby in itself, 
like tying flies, making jigs or 
Retching your own arrows. Al- 
though some reloaders see the 
task as just a job to get through 
so they can head back to the 
range, others find sitting at a 
workbench and reloading to be a 
relaxing activity. They enjoy the 
careful work of re-building each 
shell, thinking of their next round 
of trap or the upcoming dove sea- 
son. 

Crafting your own shotshells 
brings you closer to the action - 
everytime you break a target or 
bring down a dove, you will have 
the additional satisfaction of 
knowing you loaded the shell that 
hit its mark. If you prefer a load 
that your local discount or sport- 
ing goods store does not normally 
carry, you can re-create the load 
yourself rather than driving to 
another town or ordering them. 
And a properly reloaded shell can 
rival or even exceed the quality 
of factory shells. 

To start reloading, you will 
need a reloading press in your 
chosen gauge and a sturdy work- 
bench to attach the press. There 
are reloading presses on the mar- 
ket that allow you to change dies 
and other hardware to handle 
multiple gauges. However, many 
people who reload find that it is 
more convenient to have a sepa- 
rate press entirely if they wish to 
load more than one gauge. 

An accurate scale is a neces- 
sary addition, so you can periodi- 
cally check that your press is

measuring powder and shot ac- 
curately. You will also need a 
shotshell reloading manual, 
which lists the exact specifica- 
tions, or recipe, for a particular 
load. It is absolutely essential to 
follow the recipe for the shell you 
are loading. The recipes are de- 
veloped and tested extensively by 
manufacturers under controlled 
conditions. Changing them can 
cause dangerously high or low 
pressures that at the very least 
can damage your shotgun and at 
worst cause serious injury. 

Finally, you will need to pur- 
chase all the components to re- 
load shot shells - hulls, primers, 
power, wads and shot. Buy qual- 
ity loads, shoot them, then save 
the hulls for reloading. Good 
quality hulls are essential for re- 
loading a quality shell. Some 
cheaper hulls cannot be reloaded, 
and others will not stand up to 
repeated reloading. Quality hulls 
be reloaded as many as 10 to 20 
times. Buy the remaining com- 
ponents in bulk to save money. 

Reloading a shotshell begins 
with removal of the primer and 
resizing of the metal base. Then, 
a new primer is seated and the 
powder charge dropped into the 
shell. Top that with a new wad, 
add the shot and finish the shell 
with a new crimp. Some presses 
will combine some of these steps. 

The two most popular kinds 
of shotshell reloading presses are 
single-stage and progressive. A 
single-stage press requires a pull 
of the handle for each step in the 
reloading process before a fin- 
ished shell is produced. You must 
complete one shell before begin- 
ning another. A progressive 
reloader allows you to move sev- 
eral shells through the steps at the 
same time. You start a new shell, 
and also produce a finished shell, 
with every pull of the handle. 
With both types of presses, the 
charge bar is set to drop the ex- 
act amount of powder and shot 
needed for the recipe you are us- 
ing. 

You can buy a good entry- 
level, single-stage reloader for as 
little as $50, while entry-level 
progressive reloaders start at 
about $250. Some progressive 
reloaders rotate the shells 
through the steps automatically 
every time you pull the handle. 
If you want the ultimate in speed 
and convenience, you can buy a 
hydraulic progressive reloader 
and never have to pull a handle - 
but this will run you $750 or 
higher. 

Reloading is a safe activity, 
provided you follow the recipes 
in your reloading manual exactly. 
Do not deviate from these reci- 
pes in any way. Inspect each hull 
before loading and discard any 
that are damaged. Pay attention 
and make sure your press per- 
forms each step correctly before 
moving on to the next step. 
Safety glasses are recommended. 

Sit down with a shooter expe- 
rienced in reloading until you get 
the hang of doing it yourself. 
Experienced reloaders can show 
you how to set up your own 
press, what to do if the press jams 
and how to reload more quickly 
and efficiently. With practice, 
you will find that reloading is 
simple and cost-effective, and 
can be an enjoyable and reward- 
ing hobby as well.

“It’s going to be a big night to 
me,” Norman said.

Rivalry game considered 
crucial for Rowan County 



Vikings will be focused on 
stopping Cougar ground 
game in opener Friday

Over the past decade, times 
have been tough for Rowan 
County football. What once was 
a very proud program has not 
enjoyed a winning season since 
the late 1990s. In fact, the Vi- 
kings have struggled to 14-36 
over the past five years, includ- 
ing three seasons of two wins or 
less. 

But second-year coach Bill 
Baldridge believes this is the year 
that the tide finally turns in 
Morehead. Rowan County will 
return to district play with a team 
loaded with talent and experi- 
ence. And the Vikings would love 
nothing better than to kick off 
their 10-game schedule with a 
win over Morgan County. 

“This is a very big game for 
our football team,” Viking Coach 
Bill Baldridge said on Monday. 
“It’s a rivalry game for our kids 
and they want to come out and 
play well. Our seniors had never 
beaten Morgan County until last 
year. And now that it’s also an 
EKC game, it’s doubly important 
that we come away with a win. 

The Cougars certainly present 
a challenge to Rowan County. 
The Vikings have traditionally 
struggled against a quality 
ground game. In recent years, 
former Cougar stars Chip Collins 
and Andy Lewis enjoyed huge 
rushing games against the Vi- 
kings. This season, Morgan again 



has a legitimate ground attack, 
led by Brandon Ward, Clay 
Adkins and versatile quarterback 
Kyle Havens. 

“They’ve got a quick quarter- 
back (Havens) and we’ll have to 
work to contain their running 
game,” Baldridge said. “They’ve 
also got big, strong kids on that 
line who can play.” 

The Vikings got a glimpse of 
Morgan this past weekend as the 
Cougars got shut out by West 
Carter in their final pre-season 
scrimmage. Afterwards, Cougar 
Coach Jeff Norman admitted he 
was more concerned about see- 
ing how his team executed the 
playbook than he was about get- 
ting a victory. Baldridge agreed 
that the Cougar team that Rowan 
watched Saturday would hardly 
resemble the one his team will 
face in the season opener. 

“We know that Morgan will 
come ready to play,” Baldridge 
said. “This is their big bowl 
game, too. Winning means as 
much to them as it does to us. 
We’re not going to take them 
lightly.”

Offensive 

Firepower 

Although no passes have been 
thrown or tackles made in the 
2007 football season, the expec- 
tations surrounding Kentucky 
football are of epic proportions. 
And, without question, the back- 
bone of that optimism is the of- 
fense. The Wildcats have, argu- 
ably, the best quarterback (Andre’ 
Woodson), wide receiver 
(Keenan Burton) and tight end 
(Jacob Tamme) in the Southeast- 
ern Conference. And when you 
add to the mix All-SEC tailback 
Rafael Little, Kentucky certainly 
becomes the premier offensive 
unit in the league. 

Kentucky fans fell in love with 
Woodson last season. In 2006, he 
joined Tim Couch as the only 
quarterbacks in school history to 
throw for 30 or more touchdowns 
in a season. Woodson completed 
63 percent of his passes for 3,515 
yards and only two interceptions. 
He will enter the new season with 
a school-record 162 consecutive 
pass attempts without a pick. 
Woodson already owns the 
record for the lowest interception 
rate in conference history. 

The UK quarterback has no 
shortage of sure-handed targets, 
including Burton and Tamme. 
Like Woodson, both players 
earned all-conference honors in 
2006 - combining for over 100 
catches and nearly 1,500 yards. 
Burton became only the third 
Wildcat in school history (Craig 
Yeast and James Whalen being 
the other two) to exceed 1,000 
receiving yards. 

As for the ground game, much 
of Rafael Little’s reputation as 
one of the SEC’s top ball carriers 
stems from his performance in 
2005. It was then that he racked 
up over 1 ,000 yards rushing and 
nine touchdowns before being 
hampered by a nagging knee in- 
jury last year. Despite the pain, 
Little still managed over 600 
rushing and 392 receiving yards 
in 2006. His 3,856 all-purpose 
yards rank him fifth in school his- 
tory. Barring injury, Little should 
finish his career second only to 
former Wildcat All-American 
Derek Abney (5,856 yards) on the 
all-time list. 

The Cats have all the makings 
of an offensive juggernaut in 
2007. Players such as Dickey 
Lyons, Demoreo Ford and Tony 
Dixon also figure to get their 
share of touches as Kentucky 
seeks a second straight bowl ap- 
pearance. The fun begins just one 
week from Saturday as the Cats 
host the EKU Colonels at Com- 
monwealth Stadium.
